PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF, 
_ after a few prefatory observations, said he never wished to address any 
body of people upon the Gospel of Christ unless he could do so by the 
Spirit: and inspiration of Almighty God, and that was his feeling this 

Those who were at Conferenee yesterday listened to some very strong 
testimonies presented by the Apostles. There was one discourse in par- 
ticular to which he desired now to refer, that of Brother Abraham H. 
Cannon, who alluded to the views of certain persons as to the great mis- 
takes which had been made in this world, some of them by people calling 
themselves Prophets, Apostles, and Saints of God. One of these alleged — 
mistakes was in God permitting Adam and Eve to partake of the forbid- 
den fruit; another was the mistake made in the Savior being born in a 
stable and cradled in a manger, instead of His coming as a conqueror, as 
the leader of the inhabitants of the earth; another was that the Apostles 
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and Prophets ceased to have revelations when Joseph Smith died. It 
was to these principles that he wished to refer. 

When the Prophet Joseph was called of God to lay the foundation of 
this Church and kingdom, he was’a mere boy. His first prayer to the 
God of heaven was offered when he was only fourteen or fifteen years of 
age. He had read and studied the Scriptures previously, and was anxious 
to know what religious sect to join. An answer came to him from the 
Lord thereon. The heavens were opened; God the Father and God the | 
Son appeared to him, and the Father said, “This is my beloved Son; hear 
ye Him.” The history of Joseph Smith from that time until he organized 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, on the 6th of April, 
1830, was a constant scene of revelation and visitation. His counselors 
were the angels—those who held the Priesthood in the flesh while on the 
earth, and administered upon this continent to the sons of Adam, to the 
children of Israel who dwelt here. They were his teachers, and continued 
to be so until he was called to organize this Church and kingdom upon 
the foundation laid by the ancient Apostles and Prophets, “ Jesus Christ 
Himself being the chief corner-stone.” 

The speaker said he would like to ask that assembly of ceeding 
Saints, what power would the Prophets of God in those early days have 
had to organize and build up the Church of Christ upon earth, unless 
they had been taught either by the angels of God or the Lord Himself? 
There was no other way; and every step that the Prophet J oseph took, 
up to the very day of his death, was a proof of this. 

Any man or woman who read the Book of Doctrine and Covenants 
would find there a code of the most sublime revelations ever given by 
God to mankind. True, Joseph Smith was illiterate, in a measure, so far 
as learning was concerned; but those who had read those revelations 
could see see @hat no ignorant boy, without inspiration, could have pre- 
pared such a code. It required revelation almost every day. When this 
code of revelations was given, after the Church was organized, with 
Prophets, Apostles, Seventies, High Priests, High Councilors, Elders and 
Teachers, it was not particularly necessary, while those revelations were 
before the people, that the Lord should give special written revelations 
to President Young, though the latter had revelations. He had the 
power and Spirit of God with him; it was a living witness day by day to 
guide him in all the works which he had to perform here in the flesh. 
What he accomplished had shown this. He (the speaker) wanted to make 
these remarks because he did not know to what extent the minds and 
feelings of the Latter-day Saints might be led in these channels. | 

The God of heaven had not forsaken the Presidency of this Church. He 
had not closed the heavens against them, nor those associated with them. 
His Spirit and power were with this people, and would never be with- 
drawn from them up to the time of the coming of the Son of Man. : 

President Woodruff next adverted to some of the early missionaries of 
the Church, including Orson Pratt, Parley P. Pratt and Orson Hyde, who 
were ordained Elders and sent forth to work in the Lord’s vineyard and 
to warn the world. They held the Priesthood; they had authority to 
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preach the Gospel of Christ to the children of men. He asked the con- 
gregation, had not Jesus Christ, the Son of the living God, backed up the 
testimony which had been borne by these men and scores of other mission- 
aries since their day? Where would Utah and its inhabitants have been 
to-day but for the Latter-day Saints? It would have been a barren 
desert, just as they found it on the 24th of July, 1847. 

Turning to the subject of the Priesthood, the speaker remarked that 
they could trace the history of Israel, the dealings of God with men, 
from the time of Father Adam down. Not an iota of evidence could be 
adduced proving that a man ever went forth, called of God, and success- 
fully preached the Gospel of Christ, without he bore the Holy Priesthood. 
The Lord had chosen the weak things of the earth to confound the wise. 
This had been the nature of His dealings with men in every age, and thus 
it was that humble men had been called in this last dispensation of the 
fulness of times to go forth and warn. the generation in the midst of 
which we stood to-day. | 

Great responsibilities rested upon the shoulders of all Latter-day Saints, 
and the leaders of Israel would be held responsible before high heaven in 
the day of judgment for the manner in which they exercised their Priest- 
hood. He advised the Saints to read section 121, Doctrine and Covenants, 
relating to the Lord’s answer to the Prophet Joseph’s prayer. This was, 
he said, one of the mightiest revelations that God had ever given to man, ~ 
and it had been fulfilled. The Lord had said, -“ Many are called but few 
are chosen.” Why was this? Because their hearts were set so much upon 
the things of this world. The rights of the Priesthood were inseparably 
connected with the heavens, and the heavens could be controlled only on 
_ the principles of righteousness. The people should understand this. The 
Lord. would not withdraw Himself from this work, for He had set His 
hand to fulfil the promises made through the mouths of inspired men. 

Some of the brethren on the previous day bore testimony that this 
Church was the work of God. They certainly would not be qualified to 
preach the Gospel and undertake to build up Zion if they did not know 
this. And how did they know it? By the revelations of Jesus Christ, 
by the inspiration of Almighty God, that Spirit which belonged to every 
man who was faithful to his covenants. The testimony that we had in 
our day and generation was the same as was given in every age of the 
world. 

Speaking next of the gifts and graces which had attended this Church 
and those who labored in it both at home and abroad, President Woodruff 
said he did not refer to this in any mere spirit of boasting. No member 
of this Church could undertake to preach to the people unless moved upon 
by the.inspiration of God. What man was there that ever arose to speak 
on the stand who knew beforehand what he was going to say? If anyone, 
else did, certainly he himself did not. These principles were before them, 
and they knew them to be true. He prayed to God his Heavenly Father 
that their hearts might be united. He could say for himself that if the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit had not been with him, he would have been 
in his grave years ago, and hundreds more with him. If the Lord had 
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not been with him in his travels many a time he would have been lost. 
President Woodruff in this connection mentioned a remarkable incident. 
On one occasion he was in charge of a company of Saints numbering up- © 
wards of one hundred. They had engaged passage on a steamboat at 
Pittsburg; but the Spirit of God said to him, “Do not go,” and but for 
that the entire company would doubtless have been lost. They did not 
go, but went by another boat. The one by which they were to have gone 
took fire at night some five miles down the river and all on board were 
lost either by fire or water. So the Spirit of God had been with them all 
through this work. 

It was the duty of all to pray, and one of the requests which he had to 
make of the Latter-day Saints was to bea prayerful people. They did 
not pray enough. They should go before the Lord in their-secret places 
and plead with Him to guide and direct them in all the affairs of this 
transitory life. When the prayers of the 100,000 Latter-day Saints reached 
the Lord they were always heard and answered. 

The Lord would build up Zion. He would establish his work and gather 
Israel together. They had to warn the world, so that all would be left 
without excuse in the day of judgment. The earth was heavily burdened 
with the sins of its inhabitants, and they were even increasing, causing ~ 
pain and affliction on every hand. But before the judgments came the 
Lord had raised up men to warn the world, and he prayed that those 
warnings would not be without effect. 

APOSTLE FRANKLIN D. RICHARDS 

was the next speaker. He greatly rejoiced to hear President Woodruff 
speak with such vigor and power in his great age, and that he was spared 
in the providence of God to give counsel unto the people. The labors of 
such men are needed among us; for the powers of darkness are tremendous 
in their opposition to the Church of God. This work, which seems now 
so great, is still in its infancy, and the Latter-day Saints have need to 
cultivate every grace and virtue of the Gospel. 

"We have been complained of as being exclusive. We hive been made so 
because those who have not known us have been filled with such false- 
hoods that the very name of a “ Mormon” has been odious to them. They 
have thought themselves holier than the Latter-day Saints. But the 
Lord is making His Gospel and its power felt in the earth. The Gospel 
is true, and this is being demonstrated by the people of God. We have 
learned by practical demonstrations that this is the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the same as the ancient Apostles taught and practiced, and 
for which they laid down their lives. It is the same Gospel that the Lord 
promised Adam should abide in the earth until the end of the world. 
The leaven of this Gospel is being placed in the earth, and it has got to 
stay here till it shall leaven the whole lump. None need flatter them- 
selves that they will get us out of the way. The Lord has put us here and 
we are here to stay. The spirit of the work is increasing upon us. The 
more intense the strife, the more determined does it make every Latter- 
day Saint feel that he will stand.to the truth. 

Latter-day Saints should strive to the uttermost to sanctify the Lord 
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God in their hearts, and live so as to make every desire of our heart to be 
subservient to His honor. In the providences of God we shall be mixed 
with the human family, and we should have within us the leaven of right- 
eousness and charity, so that these qualities may be manifest to those 
with whom we come in contact. We are apt to have small notions regard- 

ing some things. The Lord says His ways are not as our ways, and His 
thoughts not as our thoughts. This is exemplified in our daily lives. 
How many have laid plans and devised means to accomplish certain 
things, and have found themselves thwarted in their narrow plans? But 
by and by they find themselves coming out beyond where they expected. 
This is the way the Lord deals with His children. A notable illustration 
of this is found in the Scripture. A certain woman came to the Savior 
and asked that one of her sons should sit on His right hand and the other 
on His left,in His kingdom. She felt, doubtless, that if that could be 
granted her she could depart in peace. What was the outcome? Why, 
the Savior declared that these two sons should be among the twelve men 
who should sit on thrones, judging the whole house of Israel. What she 
had asked was a small matter compared to this. 

The speaker bore a strong testimony to the truth of the work of God. 
He testified that the truth will triumph, and that the blessings and gifts 
which have been promised will be realized by the faithful. In the hearts 
of those who are righteous the light of the truth will be increased and 
intensified, and their pathway will grow brighter and brighter unto the 
perfect day. New revelation is not needed every week and every month 
concerning the order of the Church. The Lord has established that. But 
we need revelation for ourselves. We need to have the Spirit in us day 
by day, keep the commandments of God, walk in His statutes, and subdue | 
our wayward ways and feelings unto Him. We should seek diligently to 
increase in knowledge, in faith and in good works, so that we may glorify 
our Father in heaven. Then when the salt comes to be scattered abroad 
it will exert its saving and hallowing influence. Having retained its 
strength, it will have the effect to season and bless all with whom we come 
in contact. But if the salt loses its savor, it becomes good for nothing but 
to be trodden under the feet of men. How thankful we ought to be that 
these things are revealed to us. While the world is going headlong to 
destruction, our eyes have been permitted to see, our ears to hear, and. our 
_ hearts to understand, the truth. The work of God will prosper, and when 
we go hence we shall rejoice with those that have = netore, and shall 
be glad for that which we leave behind. — 


ORURLTY TO ANIMALS. 


THE whole relations of our race to the lower animals are wicked in the 
extreme. From the wanton child who beats an insect slowly to death, or 
the young lady who thinks it a brave thing to impale a struggling worm 
on the hook, to the Irish farmer who saws the horns from his living cattle, 
or the patrons of the chase who can watch with enjoyment while a hunted 
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creature is torn to pieces, the same grim picture is presented. Not only 
the lowest and least sensitive animals are treated as mere inanimate ob- 
jects, but vertebrates and mammals also. Look at the average sports- 
man. When even the basest of human beings has to be despatched, is not. 
indignation roused by a bungling execution? Would his executioners, if 
he had to be shot, first make him run, in order to try their skill in marks- 
manship at his expense? But this is what the sportsman does when he 
takes the lives of innocent animals. Instead of making assurance doubly 
sure, that death, if inflicted, shall be instantaneous, he wilfully puts the 
bird on the wing, and fires at only the running hare, deliberately increas- 
ing the chance of cruel mutilation and a lingering death in the fields, 
that better “sport” may be afforded for him. He can even mock at his 
victims with talk about “law” and “fair play.” And the same callous 
indifference to non-human suffering is ever reappearing in the dealings of 
ordinary human beings with wild, and often with domestic, animals. 
There is no chivalrous forbearance to hurt the truly weak. Such words 
as “tyranny” and “oppression” have no magic sound when only dumb 
animals are oppressed. There could hardly be invented a crime against 
them which is not somewhere practiced, for perhaps the most trivial 
advantage. If we make the slightest pretense of being moral, then in all 
avoidable cruelty we must see a deadly sin. LEither moral obligation 
altogether is nothing but a baseless fiction, or every feeling thing has at 
least something of the nature of rights. 

The whole style of man’s treatment of the lower animals is so thorough- 
ly immoral, that really a person of independent mind might seriously put 
to himself the inquiry, Since men thus habitually maltreat other beings, 
why be over-scrupulous in my dealings with men? Be this reasoning 
right or wrong, we could hardly blame a person who should find the bulk 
of his sympathies irresistibly transferred from the strong to the weak, 
the ill-users to the ill-used.— Fortnightly Review.

- Tlmen, with the loss of the whole of their crews. 

At Eastbourne, England, on May 31, five Salvation Army evangelists were fined £5 
each for playing brass instruments in the streets. They preferred going to prison in 
default of the fine. | 

According to mail advices from the New Hebrides, those islands are in a state of com- 
plete anarchy. Many fights have occurred, in which altogether 600 —CmC 
aad many of the dead are snid to have been eaten by the natives, 
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By a fire in « French petroleum refinery on May 27, ten persons were burned to death. 

A music teacher, Richard Goerdeler, residing at Pennington, New Jersey, has sent a 
note te the emperor of Germany, demanding that he has Prince Bismarck hanged, or 
that the emperor fights a duel with Goerdeler on July 18, at Ham, Westphalia. 


On the night of June 1, the express train between Constantinople and Adrianople was 
wrecked by brigands, who had torn up the rails. They then stripped the passengers of 
all valuables, wounding one who resisted. Four German tourists were carried off to the 
mountains and held for £8000 ransom, which will probably be paid. 

The French Chamber of Deputies, on May 27, pagsed the bill authorizing the govern- 
ment to lay up a stock of grain in each of the fortified towns of France, sufficient to feed 
the population in time of war for two months. A portion of the outlay will be charged 
to the municipalities. This movement is one of significance under the present condition 
of Europe. 


An Odessa nendin reports the formation of a society in Russia for assisting a 
wholesale emigration of the poor class of Russian Jews to Great Britain. Negotiations 
are now on foot with a Baltic steamship line for the transport of the emigrants, and the 
Thames before the closing of navigation in the Baltic. 

A Marseilles telegram says that news has been received there from Zanzibar of terrible 
atrocities committed on the northern shores of Lake Tanganyika by Arab slave dealers, 
who invaded the country, and devastated great portions of it, where a quiet population 
-has lately been living. Everywhere there are traces of a protracted struggle, and 
though some natives appear to have escaped into the forest, at least 10,000 people ap- 
parently have been forced either to leave their homes or have succumbed to the invasion 
of the Arabs. 

The trial of Plenty Horses, the Indian chief charged with killing Lieut. Casey, at 
Wounded Knee, Nebraska, U.S.A., concluded on May 29. Cuunsel for the defence 
urged that this was not a case of murder, as a state of war existed at the time. The 
judge held that the guilt or innocence of the prisoner turned upon this point. Whilst 
the gevernment court did not recognize the Indians as a separate nation, with the power 
to declare war, still the actual facts as they existed constituted a state of war. He 
therefore directed the jury to find a verdict of ‘‘ Not guilty.” 


The Jewish refugees from Russia and Poland were the cause of trouble on May 25, at 
Charlottenburg. One hundred and fifty of these unfortunates were refused shipment at 
Bremen, and were put in a train to be sent back to the Russo-German frontier station of 
Thorn. The refugees, however, even after they had started, believed that they were 
still on the way to Brazil, their intended destination, and it was only when they reached 
Spandau that they realized their position, when they bemoaned their fate at having to 
return to Russia. At Charlottenburg, where they were required to change carriages, 
they refused to enter the train going to Russia, and when the police attempted to compel — 
them to enter they attacked them. Eventually a force of foot guards had to be called to 
_ drive the unfortunate creatures at the ene of the bayonet. 

To young men who would ** get on” 
with happiness and prosperity, wrote the late P. T. Barnum, I will refer them to a study 
of my own rules of action. Briefly, I would say--Be honest; do not spend as much as 
you make; don’t smoke or drink; depend upon your own personal exertions, and do not 
leave important affairs to a third person; don’t have too many irons in the fire; do not 
get above your own business; and, above all, be systematic. Advertise your business on 
all poasible occasions; but attend to it, too, and see that your claims and promises made 
to the public are fulfilled. It does nut pay to have a single customer go away dissatisfied. 

The best 
working years of a man’s life are usually between twenty-six and sixty; but much good 
work is possible long after the three-score year mark has been passed. Both work and 
rest, and joy also, should make up the sum of a busy life.

GREAT BRITAIN AND THE JEWS. 


THE recent Jewish mass meeting in London, the proceedings of which are 
given in this issue of the MILLENNIAL Stak, is an event of special interest 
and importance. It is the voice of the children of Judah praying for 
British intercession with Russia and Turkey, in behalf of the oppressed 
and despised of their race within the Czar’s dominions. Virtually, the 
request is that Great Britain will undertake, with the other great powers 
of Europe, to transform the barbarous conduct of Russia toward the Jews 
into a blessing for the latter, by opening the way for thee occupation « of 
Palestine. 

The application to the British government at the present time is par- 
ticularly interesting when viewed in the light of events connected with 
the life and labors of the late Lord Beaconsfield. To his statesmanship 
and patriotism Britain is largely indebted for the maintenance of her 
national prestige and power in recent years, and to some extent for the 
enlargement of her territorial limits. He honored the sovereign with the 
title of Empress of India, placing the affairs of state in a situation that 
made India an integral part of the empire, not in name only, but in 
reality. When, at the close of the Russo-Turkish war, the. victorious 
Czar thought to seize upon Constantinople and push his frontier to the 
Dardanelles, it was the British premier who forced him back, and com- 
pelled him to remain at a distance where British interests would not be 
endangered by the ambitious designs of Russia. Under his wise and able 
leadership, his party was enabled to more firmly hold the reins of power; 
and it was Lord Beaconsfield who made it possible for Lord Salisbury, to 
whom the Jews’ petition is directed, to attain to the position he now 
holds. 

The interest in this regard lies in the fact that Lord Beaconsfield was 
Benjamin Disraeli, a Jew. The question now is, Have Premier Salisbury 
and his party, which is now in power, and the British government, suffi- 
cient gratitude for the labors of the great leader and statesman, to engage 
in the task of ameliorating the condition of the race which gave them 
Disraeli? The Jews, at any rate, will await the answer win & measure of 
anxiety. | | 
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But the reply of Great Britain is of secondary importance to the fact, 
disclosed by this latest movement, namely, that with the Jews there is an 
unwavering determination to return to Palestine, which grasps with 
enthusiasm any project that offers assistance in that great purpose. It 
shows that year by year the earnestness of the people in this regard is 
growing in its intensity. By the small successes that have been achieved, 
the drooping hopes of Judah’s children are revived, and from scenes of 
sorrow and suffering they turn with lightened hearts toward the deliver- 
ance which they feel is at last approaching. 

It may be that the British government will decline, for the present, to 
make the Jewish question an international issue; or possibly the wiser 
course of aiding the restoration of the Jews, even in a small degree, may 
be adopted, if only from a fear that they might otherwise crowd into 
England. Whatever policy may be decided upon, it is a certainty that 
the tidal wave of the gathering of Israel has set in, and will not be 
checked. It is an opportunity for the nations. Which of thein will profit 
by it? In speaking to the branch of Israel on the western continent, 
through the Prophet Jacob, the Lord said of the Jews in the latter times: 


And it shall come to pass that they shall be gathered in from their long 
dis from the isles of the sea, and from the four parts of the earth; — 
pr ond of the Gentiles shall be great in the eyes of me, saith 
God, in carrying them forth to the lands of their inheritance. Yea, the 
ee of the Gentiles shall be nursing fathers unto them, and their queens _ 

become nursing mothers. 

The restoration of the Jews is an event which will surely come to pass, 
and the attitude which they have assumed in the present situation is of 
peculiar import. They ask a nation which professes a belief in Christ to 
aid in establishing them in that land whence they were driven by pagan 
Rome after the crucifixion of the Messiah; they seek the assistance of 
Gentile nations to restore them to the land ‘of their fathers, and to give 
them protection therein till they are strong enough to maintain them- 
selves. Twenty-four centuries have rolled by since the Lord declared, 
respecting the gathering of the Jews in the latter days, that the nations 
of the Gentiles should be great in His eyes in carrying forth His covenant 
children to the lands of their inheritance, and their rulers should be 
nursing fathers and mothers ta them. The way is opening for the fulfil- 
ment of the prophetic word. _ 

There are two great forces in operation among the Gentiles and Jews. 
With the former is the hatred of the Jew, and the latter have a hunger 
for Palestine. The Jewish Chronicle suggests that these be made to 
balance and neutralize one another, by being directed so that the un- 
appreciative nations might get rid of their Jews, and the unappreciated 
Jews get back their own country. On this subject the Chrontele also says: 


_ The dawnings of the restoration may not be yet, nor in our days. Per- 
chance when. ‘ x Be AE for it m of the redemption from Russia that we 
are all c —is asked by some latter-day prince in Israel: 


“Wilt let people go?” it be that his heart will be hardened 
as of old,-and that he will not let Israel ‘go. ro oo it will be but from 


a tardy appreciation of their value in the economy of the realm, and then 
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we shall be not discontent. Mayhap he will keep them only to make 
their lives bitter the more. And then? Then we must await the miracle. | 
And the age of miracles is not past. : 


Truly the age for the manifestation of God’s power in behalf of His 


_ people has not gone by. The deliverance of the children of Israel from 
Pharaoh, by the miraculous passage through the Red Sea, is soon to be 


eclipsed by that greater miracle of the latter days which was foretold by 
the Prophet Jeremiah: 

Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the Lord, that it shall no more 
be ripe The Lord liveth that brought up the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egypt; but, The Lord liveth, that: brought up the children of 
Israel from the land of the north, and from all lands whither He had 
driven them; and I will bring them again into their land that I gave 
unto their fathers. 

More than two-score years have passed since an Apostle of the Lord 
Jesus Christ visited Palestine and blessed it for the removal of that curse 
which had been placed upon it to operate to the exclusion of the Jews; 
and half that period has elapsed since another servant of God pronounced 
upon the land the blessing of a restitution of its former fertility, for the 
habitation of the children of Judah. Since then these benefits have been 
realized; the land is developing in richness, the rains from heaven are no 
longer withheld, and the Jews are not hunted and driven to a land they 
know not. | 

But for the restoration of Israel to their full inheritance, a work is 
necessary on their part. The promise of the Lord can be realized only on 
compliance with His will. Temporal affairs must receive necessary atten- 
tion, but they are not all; the spiritual claims its share. The religious 
element cannot be eliminated so that only worldly things may receive 
consideration. There is a principle of divine truth that must be recog- 
nized by the Jews before the restoration to home and nation is complete, 
and that is the acceptance of Christ Jesus as the Messiah. Eighteen 
centuries ago the people of Judea looked beyond the mark and stumbled, 
rejecting the stone upon which they might have built; for'there is only 
one Messiah spoken of by the Prophets, and that Messiah is He who was 
rejected by the Jews. Again is His message presented to them, that they 
may rejoice forevermore upon the mountains of Israel. He is the only 
sure foundation upon which they can build; what is their choice to-day? 
The Prophet Jacob, whose words, recorded in the Book of Mormon, have 
been quoted relative to the work of the Gentile nations, also says of the 


Jews in the same prophecy: 


But behold, thus saith the Lord God: When the day cometh that they 
shall believe in me, that I am the Christ, then have I covenanted wit. 
their fathers that they shall be restored in the flesh, upon the earth, unto 
the lands of their inheritance. 

That belief will come among the Jews. The work rests with them- 
selves, but it will be accomplished in this dispensation. Will they, having 
eyes and ears, persist in refusing to see and hear? Or will they. look 
upon and listen to the testimony of the true Messiah which is brought 
to them? The Jewish Chronicle is hopeful of the future, but. thinks the 
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beginning of the restoration may not be yet, and that the miracle must 
be awaited. But the grey light of the dawn is already visible, and the 

great miracle is being wrought. Let the children of Judah open their 
eyes and behold the brightness of the coming day; let them look upon 

the signs of the times, and considering the words and works of Jehovah, 
read the prophetic record of hope, and joy, and deliverance which they 

bring, for the day is at hand. This generation shall not pass away till it 
is ushered in. The Gospel has been restored in its fulness from heaven. 

The Jews seek salvation: let them welcome the messenger that cometh 
from the Lord. | | J. H. A. 


aaa OF PRESIDENT HENRY HERRIMAN. 


Worp has been received of the death of President Henry Herriman, the 
senior member of the quorum of the First Seven Presidents of Seventies, 
his demise having occurred at Huntington, Emery County, Utah, on Sun- 
day, May 17. President Herriman has been an active, faithful member of 
the Church since shortly after its organization, having been a member of 
Zion’s Camp. He has gone into the spirit world with the record of a 
life passed in the service of God. He was the last survivor of the First 
. Seven Presidents who stood in the days of the Prophet Joseph. He 
joined the Church in 1832, and emigrated to Utah in 1847. In the spring 
when the Johnson army came in, Brother Herriman went on a mission to 
England, but was called home the same year. On his return he passed 
through Salt Lake City at the time it was vacated. He was called to the 
Southern mission at an early day, and settled at Washington, Washington 
County, where he lived for some twenty-five years. From Washington 
he removed to Huntington. 

Brother Herriman’s whole life has been devoted to the interest of the 
Church. He has always been a faithful, humble, patient man, and was 
loved by all who knew him. He was born on the 9th of June, 1804, being, 
at the time of his death, — — years, eleven months and eight 
days.

NATIONAL PARTY POLITICS IN UTAH. 


PoLitics seems to be the all-absorbing topic in Utah at the present time, 
and the attention of the people is specially drawn by the proceedings in 
Salt Lake City, in the organization on national party lines. The demo- 
cratic central committee made a party organization, and numbers of 
those heretofore prominent in the people’s party, among them Hon. John 
T. Caine, Judge Smith, and Col. J. R. Winder, made a public announce- 
ment of their espousal of democracy. Subsequently the republicans 
began a movement to organize, and met with considerable opposition 
from that class of the party who have been acting under the title of 
“liberals,” and whose chief stock-in-trade has been their anti-“‘ Mormon- 
ism.” Ata meeting held in the Salt Lake theatre on the night of May 
20, by those republicans who wanted to organize, there were present a 
large number of the opposing wing, whose demonstrations created such a 
pandemonium as has never before been witnessed at a public gathering 
in Salt Lake. The most interesting feature of the occasion was the speech 
of Apostle John Henry Smith, at whose appearance the mob quieted 
down, listening to him attentively. He followed ex-United States attor- 
ney Dickson, who opposed the organization of a republican party in 
Utah, and who also made an attack on the “ Mormons.” The following is 
a synoptical report of Mr. Smith’s speech, as given in the Deseret News: 
Mr. Dickson has remarked that we should dispassionately consider pro- 
positions affecting the future prosperity of this Territory, and —— to 
make republicanism prevalent in it. I endorse this sentiment. I stand 
here as a representative of the people’s party, and can express my views 
with candor. The members of that party have believed that they were 
fighting for the principles of religious liberty. They could not conscien- 
tiously yield at the first attack, but felt bound in honor and in conscience 
to have the questions involved fully canvassed before Congress, the coun- 
wy, and especially the court of last resort. But the revelations given the 
“Mormon” people for their eran require them to obey the laws of the 
land in which they live, and the supreme tribunal of our nation having 
upon the question involved in the contest, the “Mormon” people 
accept its arbitrament. They realize that the decisions of that court 
must be obeyed, or the government will be shattered to fragments. Z 
From my youth I have been a pronounced republican. I believe in a 
strong | epiogg ent, and in the protection of American industries. As for 
the doubts and fears of those who have mpenee to-night, I can say that 
among the disbanded members of the ene: e’s party thers are thousands 
who will work and vote with the republican party. I believe that no 
man’s conscience should be bound, and while I have asked men to vote as 
I did, I never did nor will I ever coerce them. No man can point toa 
pores broken by the “Mormon” people. They have aocep existin 
conditions, but they have not disowned their children. No man would 


respect me were I to cringe and cower to an extent that would cause me 
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10 Sa a thing. But I am willing to work for the spread of republican 
rinciples. 
é Mr. Dickson has intimated that in the vest pocket of some man is 
carried the rule of action which must govern the members of the people’s 
party; but I want to say that, in all civil matters, I am-as free and inde- 
ndent as he. No man ever dictated to John Henry Smith his political 
faith, and no man ever will! [Tremendous applause from all classes 
_ present.}. There is no change of heart with me. I have always been a 
republican. In-the last campaign it was publicly announced by the press, 
and generally known in this city, that I was willing and ready, as soon as 
local conditions would allow, to espouse republicanism. 

I ask you to deal with me as you would with each other. I ask fora 
place among you on the republican platform. I long to see republican 
principles prevail in this Territory, and am willing to labor to educate 
our young men in them. 


THE JEWISH PETITION TO THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


PrRoBABLY the most numerously attended Jewish meeting that has yet 
been held in Great Britain was that which convened in the Great Assem- 
bly Hall, Mile End, London, on Saturday evening, May 23. The vast 
auditorium was crowded to its utmost capacity by representative Hebrews 
and a number of non-Jews attracted thither by the interest of the occa- 
sion. The purpose of the assemblage was to submit, through Lord Roths- 
child, a petition to Lord Salisbury, praying for the intercession of the 
British government on behalf of the Jews in Russia, to enable them to 
colonize Palestine. There were on the platform Col. Goldsmid, Mr. Samuel 
Montagu, M.P., Dr. Hirsch, Mr. Hay . Adler, and a number of other 
leaders among the people of Judah. | ¢ pa 
Mr. Montagu was called to preside, and made an eloquent address, which 
was loudly cheered. He stated that at one time he favored the emigration 
of the Jews to the west rather than to the east, to the United States and 
Canada rather than to Palestine, for he had thought that in a free land 
like America the Jews might settle without fear of persecution. He had 
been associated with efforts to carry out this project, and had been grati- 
fied at beholding the beneficial effect upon those who had thus emigrated. 
But with the additional knowledge gained from experience, he had real- 
ized that there was connected with Hebrew emancipation a feature which 
could not be ignored or suppressed. This was that the Jewish people 
considered it a religious duty and privilege to cultivate with their own 
hands the soil of the Holy Land. The yearning among the Jews for 
restoration to the land of their fathers was growing stronger than ever. 
Colonization elsewhere did not satisfy this unquenchable desire. In 
Palestine alone could the Jews have peace and contentment. There were 
many difficulties to overcome to accomplish that result, but the necessities 
of the hour were such that those difficulties must be surmounted, and he 
believed the means were at hand. He had consulted with Lord Roths- 
child and Baron de Hirsch, who had approved of the plan to request the 
British government to use its good offices, in concert with the other 
great powers, favorably to the Russian Jews, in such a way that the 
colonization of Palestine would be a possible and a practical undertaking. . 


. 
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The Rev. S. Singer then read the following petition, the English transla- 
tion being preceded by a Hebrew version: 
London, the 23rd of May, 5651—1891. 


To the Right Hon. the Lord Rothschild, Chief among the remnant of Israel, 
who live under the benign sway of Her Majesty Queen Victoria: 

My Lord,—We, the undersigned members and friends of the Society 
Chovevei Zion, being of Russian and Polish birth, now resident in London, 
many of us naturalized British subjects, solicit your lordship’s good offices 
to bring the following petition under the notice of the most noble, the 
Marquis of Salisbury, who sitteth first among the rulers of the kingdom. 

With grateful hearts we acknowledge that we have found a resting place 
for the sole of our foot in this island of the sea, and breathe the breath of 
freedom among a people that loveth justice. For the Word of God is 
precious in the sight of the inhabitants of the land, that Word which 
speaks to all who have ears to hear and a heart to understand: Have we 
not all one Father, hath not one God created us? But happily placed as 
we are, how can we endure to see the evil that has come upon our people, 
who are left forsaken in the hand of their enemies, and how can we endure 
to see the destruction of our kindred? 

At this very moment three millions of our brethren-in-faith are pl 
in the depth of misery. The waters are come in unto their soul; they 
sink in deep mire, where there is no standing. Their life hangs constantly | 
in doubt before them. Every day brings its burden of f SOrrows, SO 
that in the morning they say, Would it were evening, and in the evening, 
Would it were morning! ies after plague smites them, and the last 
troubles make the former ones to be A Buffeted and reproached, 
they are being hunted from their habitations and the house of their 
fathers, where many of them have lived since their birth. They are being 
driven into the Pale of Settlement, into townships already full to over- 
flowing with the seed of Israel, only to stumble each man over his fellow, 
— P — together in hunger and thirst and nakedness, and the want 
ings. 

Is there no cure for the wound of the daughter of Zion? In the hour of 
our tribulation our eyes and hearts turn to the land where our fathers 
dwelt, each man under his vine and under his fig tree. Many of those 
who are outcasts from the north country yearn to return to the Holy 
Land. They love the vey stones and favor the dust thereof; and they 
would deem themselves blessed indeed if they were permitted to till the 
sacred soil. If at this moment the ground is barren in parts, and refuses 
to er its produce, we know it is the hand of man that has wrought the 
evil. The hand of man shall remedy it. We beseech the governors of 
this land to help our afflicted and down-trodden brethren, to help them, 
not with the sword, but with the friendly service it isin their power to 
render.. Let them open their mouth in the cause of all such as are ap- 
pointed to destruction. Let them be their advocate with the government 
of Russia so that it may make their departure a and with the govern- 
ment of Turkey that it may evable them to dwell in safety, and acquire 
possession at a just price of parcels of land for cultivation and for the 
Pag | of cattle, in Palestine and the districts surrounding it. The chil- 
dren of Israel who have prospered in this and other lands will not shut 
their hand against their poorer brethren. And the restored of Israel will 
not belie the hopes that may be formed of them; those that trust in them 
will not be put to shame. For in all ages, even when their yoke was 
heaviest, Israelites have been mindful of the wise man’s exhortation, My 
son, fear thou the Lord and the king, and have honored and obeyed the 
teaching of their Rabbis. The law of the land is law for us. 

My lord, let but our request be granted us, and who shall say whether 
we may not be privileged to see with the eye of flesh what the inspired 
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of God beheld with Gio will 
comfort Zion; He will comfort all her waste places, and make her desert 
like Eden, and her wilderness like the garden of the Lord? 

Mr. E. H. D’Avigdor advocated the passage of a resolution supporting 
the petition. He said: There is one reason above all others affecting 
Palestine which makes it the land to which the Jews will turn, and that is 
because it is their own land, their mother land. America may be more 
promising, and contain more opportunities for gaining wealth, but it is 
not their own land. Besides, it is farther off even than England from 
Palestine, and they wish to go nearer, and not farther away. In Palestine 
the Jews will observe the Sabbath as the Sabbath of the land, the Holy- 
days as the Holydays of the land. The idea of the present is the coloniza- 
tion of Palestine by Russian Jews, but these will not be alone, for there 
are numbers of Jews in England who will gladly embrace the opportunity 
of going to Palestine. These are not alone among the poor, but there are 
also those among the wealthy who would realize their possessions and 
accompany the first colony which proceeds to Palestine in the line of that 
consummation hoped and prayed for by the truly devout among Jews 
everywhere, and now to be worked for until success is achieved. 

Col. Goldsmid and Messrs. 8. Singer, Herman Landau and Joseph Prag 
also strongly supported the resolution, which was passed without a dis- 
senting vote, amid enthusiastic applause, and the meeting dispersed.
